All the requirements of the Canadian armed forces 
are being rnet by this one factory and large numbers of Bren guns are 
being supplied to Great Britain. For these guns and many other muni¬ 
tions required by Great Britain, Canada is finding much of the money. 
During Canada’s present fiscal year, the Dominion expects to finance 
British war purchases in Canada to the extent of $1,500,000,000, which is 
equal to $23,000,000,000 in terms of American population and income. 
The Canadian taxpayers are providing the cash.
